one, one crisp lettuce, leaf; mask 
with cooked salad dressing or may- 
onnaise; garnish with a red cherry 
or nut meat and serve at once. 


Pot-Pourri Salad—peaches, cher- 


ries, oranges, 
marshmallows and 


salted, peanuts, served with-mayon- 
naise, make a good salad. 


Peach Cocktail—Place 
in each 


tall cocktail glass a peach which 
has been pealed and cut in small 
pieces. Add powdered sugar 
to 


taste, a few. drops of lemon juice, 
two .tablespoons of grape-juice, two 
tablespoons mint leaves. Serve im- 
mediately before the ice melts. 


Peach Jelly—Since peaches lack 


the necessary, pectin to give jelly- 
ing qualities, peach jelly can be 
made by adding juice from some of 
the pectin producing, fruits., 


Sour apples are sometimes used 


in the proportion of one cup of the 
apple juice to each quart of peach 
juice. Boil for five minutes,-then- 
add two-thirds the amount of su- 
gar. 


A very delicious jelly is made by 


using equal portions of peach and 
green grape juice. • .' Again' "after 
boiling for -five minutes add two- 
:.thirds the amount of sugar. 


Peach Marmalade — Scald 
and 


peel fruit, weigh and simmer slow- 
ly three-fourths of an hour. 'Drain 
off the extra juice and add three- 
fourths pound of sugar for every 
pound of peaches as previously 
weighed. Boil fifteen minutes, skim 
and add the juice of one lemon. 
Cook one minute longer, then turn 
into small sterilized glasses or jars. 
The surplus juide may be made in- 
to jelly by-combining with either the 
apple or green grape juice as men- 
tioned previously.

"We unreservedly endorse the principles enunciated in the 


national democratic platform adopted at San Francisco and 
pledge our support to its nominees,"'
